Many a promising cake has b«*n min- 


ed in the oven becnuse there rau«t be so 
much left to individual judgment. There 
are no hard and fast- rules which can be 
laid down for c»ke baking. The stereo- 
typed cooking school rule is helpful.

First 


quarter the batter rises: second quarter 
it continues to rise »ud begins to brown;
